The address of Dr. Hurtslar of Pomona at the 1 pland Ro 
tary club meeting ‘Tuesday gave his hearers lot of sensible 
things to think about. 1 thinking minister says we don't 
want to go back to conditions as they uring the vears 
preceding the depression—-a time whe tically all condi- 
tions were abnormal. The value of most erything was in 
flated much bevond its real wort! Stocks were bought and 
sold at figures all out of proportion to their earning capacity. 
Salaries and wages were too high in most every line. Or 
course the latter condition was created as a result of the war 
-when demand was much above peace times and when, as a 
result of the millions of men in the serviee, there were many 
more jobs than eould be filled by men This resulted in women 
going into numerous positions in various eapacities. A large 


proportion of these have remained at their work and, not only 
this, but many others have also jeined the ranks of the work- 
ers, including many married women, ‘This is given as one of 
the big causes of unemployment among the mer 


But when people began to fully realize the inflated eondi- 


























tion of things the slump came—and it didn’t eome slow. What 
we need is to get back to real values in every line, Stocks are 
now at the bottom without any buyers for them Many of 
these were sold at figures much less than were paid for them. 
In the ‘‘rosy’” days mone came easy and people seemed to 
be of the opinion such a condition would always prevail. Many
